Nominating peti- 
tions may be obtained from 
the City Clerk’s office be- 
tween 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. Mon- 
day through Friday and must 
contain a minimum of 20 sign- 
atures of registered Romulus 
voters to qualify. 

Candidates must have their 
petitions signed and turned 
into the City Clerk’s office no 
later than 4 p.m. on April 6 to 
qualify. City Clerk’s phone 
number is 941-0666. 

Huron School District’s 
annual school election is also 
scheduled for June 8 and 
there is one 4-year vacancy 
on the board. 

Nominating petitions are 
available in the School Super- 
intendent’s office, Merriman 
Road, corner of Huron River 
Drive. Nominating petitions 
must be filed by 4 p.m. on 
Monday, April 6. 

The deadline to register for 
the school election is 5 p.m. on 
May ll.

At least that's the hope of Romulus City Council which voted 6-C 
last week to declare a 60-day moratorium on building permits foi 
mobile homes in areas other than mobile home parks. Councilmar 
Jimmie C. Raspberry was absent.

Computer foul-up 


Malfunction in city computer 
leads to lost 9 financial data

Some days nothing goes right 

And for some people it lasts more than 
just one day. Just ask Patsy Cantrell, 
who has been Finance Director in 
Romulus for three months. 

During that time, the Burroughs B-80 
Computer has continued to act up . chew- 
ing up information, failing to work and 
forgetting information like an absent- 
minded professor. 

The trouble started long before Mrs. 
Cantrell came on the scene — and it 
looks like it will last for some time lon- 


ger Romulus bought the B-80 Computer 
three years ago and the automated won- 
der hasn’t worked right, it seems, from 
the day it arrived. 

The city has not had print-out for three 
years and Treasurer Beverly McAnally 
keeps her tidy records accurately by 
hand. 

Perhaps the B-80 Computer’s worst 
tantrum came recently w'hen it “lost” 
one full month s input of Financial data, 
putting the finance department that 
much farther behind 

Mrs. Cantrell, who is originally from 
Kentucky and not related to Councilman 
Ray Cantrell , must wonder w'hat she has 


to do to get a computer that works cor- 
rectly. With that goal in mind, City 
Council met w f ith the soft-spoken Fi- 
nance Director last week to see what 
could be done to bring the accounting 
records up to date. 

”We lost 200 of 800 accounts,” Mrs. 
Cantrell said of the computer’s recent 
malfunction. ”WeTe currently up 
through August, 1980 in bringing our 
financial records up to date.” 

In detailing the reasons for the Finance 
department’s records being behind, she 
explained that it was a combination of 
things But one of the main reasons —

kids send 
messages 
by balloons 


“It’s a bird! It’s a plane! It’s half a 
million balloons!” 

That’s the way Principal Art McPhar- 
line of Hale Creek School describes the 
annual balloon launch sponsored 
nationally by the Weekly Reader maga- 
zine. 

Some 550 helium-filled balloons were 
sent soaring skyward Friday afternoon 
by students at the elementary school in 
Romulus. It was part of the nationwide 
Writing Pals Balloon Contest sponsored 
by Weekly Reader, the classroom news- 
paper .

Mayor William M. Oakley made his 
recommendation for the moratorium 
because of a recent State Supreme Court 
ruling which stated it is illegal for a com- 
munity to discriminate between mobile 
homes and regular stick built homes 
when issuing building permits. 

“Our city attorney has talked to the 
Michigan Municipal League and others 
about the court’s ruling,” Oakley told 
(^>un:il last week, it is our recom- 
mendation that we have some time to 
study this — to study the intent of the 
law.” 

The mayor said that four people had 
come to the building department with a 
request to build a mobile home in Romu- 
lus outside a mobile home park. 

In his memo to Council. Oakley 
stated: “It is not known at this point 
what the full meaning of this recent rul- 
ing is. There are those who are inter- 
preting it to mean that mobile homes 
can now be permitted in all residential 
areas.” 

He told them that he had discussions 
with several agencies about the ruling, 
as had City Planner Dave Sanders, it is 
their recommendation, and I concur, 
that the best way to proceed at this point 
is to pass a resolution declaring a mora- 
torium on the issuance of all building 
permits for mobile homes until such 
time as the proper action in this regard 
can be taken,” Oakley said. 

The ruling in question came on Feb. 
23. 1981 by the Michigan Supreme Court 
in the case of Robinson Township versus 
Knoll 

City Attorney Chuck Lowther in-

If promises were dollar bills. Romulus 
School District would be out of debt 

Just ask Dr. William Bedell, Rornulu* 
School Superintendent, and the four 
school board members who accompo 
nied him to Lansing last week. 

Bedell, along with Board member 
Shirley Lombardi. Dick Campbell 
JoAnn Marvicsin and Wayne Avery mel 
with Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust and his aides to discuss the dis- 
trict’s financial plight. 

“Senator Faust said he w r ould help in 
any way he could and our meeting wa> 
very fruitful,” Avery said. “But there 
are still many things to be worked out by 
the legislators.” 

Avery, school board president, said 
they discussed the Uniform Budgeting 
Act. a new law that requires school and 
local governmental units to provide ba 
lanced budgets by July 1 of this year 
Bedell and Avery told Faust it was im- 
perative that th&school district have un- 
til the fall to present its budget for the 
next fiscal year. 

”If we do have to have a budget by 
July 1, we will have to base it on incom- 
plete and inaccurate information,” Av- 
ery said. Prior to this year, the school 
budget was due on Nov. 1. School offi- 
cials say there is too much of a ’ time 
crunch” in preparing a balanced budget 
by July 1 under the new law. 

“Senator Faust said he would help us 
in our efforts to get the budget deadline 
moved back to the fall,” Avery said. 


Also discussed at last week Tuesday ’s 
session with Faust was the possibility of 
more tax revenues from Detroit Metro- 
politan Airport and the new tax reform 
bill headed for the May 19 ballot 


• Senator Faust said he would have 
one of his aides check into the possibility 
of the airport producing more tax re- 
venue for the school district,” Avery 
said “He also asked us what the main 
thoughts of Romulus citizens were con- 
cerning the new tax reform bill ” 


A day later — last Wednesday — Dr 
Bedell journeyed again to Lansing with 
Simon Kachaterian, school superinten- 
dent of Taylor Public Schools The two 
met with Philip Runkle. state supt. of 
Public Instruction, and State Rep Gary 
Owen <D-22nd District) 
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A nationwide concern for killing of more than 20 black 
youngsters in the City of Atlanta spurred one Wayne 
party store owner to raise funds to send to that Georgia 
city to finance a massive police investigation. Dave 
Salah of Dave’s Party Store, located at 4651 S. Wayne 
Road, promised to match dollar for dollar the money 
raised by customers, who dropped donations in a can- 
nister at the store.

A $100 million invitation 


Commissioners are ‘leary’ of 
bid to unify mental health 


Wayne County Commissioners are le 
ary of a $100 million invitation by the 
State to “take over” all of its local men- 
tal health facilities and unify’’ them 
under the administration of the County’s 
Community Mental Health Board. 

Although members of the Human Re- 
sources Committee last week approved 
a “letter of intent” prepared by Mel 
Ravitz, Director of the Mental Health 
Board, to probe the possibilities of a 
merger. Edward E Bobowski, County 
Fiscal Advisor, asserted the program, 
estimated to be $100 million, would be 
funded by revenues accumulated from 
the Headlee Amendment — monies that 
should be paid directly to the County’s 
General Fund 

William Suzore Commissioner from 
Lincoln Park . agreed : The State is just 
paying us with our own money to 
assume their responsibilities “ 

“Anytime the State Legislature 
makes us an offer we can t refuse,’" 
added Kay Beard. Chairman of the com- 
mittee. “it’s time to take a good, hard 
look ” 

The State has already directed that 
$228 million in Headlee revenues by used 
to finance Michigan's Mental Health 
system established under Public Act 258 
of 1974. 


And although Wayne County would be 
in line for the lion's share — - about $100 
million — if it agrees to assume respon- 
sibility for the State’s six county facili- 
ties. there is considerable doubt that the 
State has the right to use the money as a 
hammer to force counties to pay for 
State facilities. 

Suzore said the Board of Commission- 
ers will probably have to take court ac- 
tion to determine whether the state has 
the legal right to earmark Headlee re- 
venues for anything other than County 
General Funds. 

The County’s Mental Health Board 
currently administers 45 mental health 
programs, seven centers and over 100 
group homes located throughout the 43 
area communities. 

In arguing for unification. Ravitz 
pointed out that any contract with the 
State would be negotiated to the benefit 
of the County. *i believe that if we have 
total command of the mental health 
facilities — both the County’s and the 
State's — we can deliver far more ser- 
vices at considerable savings.” 

According to Ravitz. the shared 
management” concept would be gra- 
dually implemented over a period of 
three years. In his letter to Board Chair- 
man Samuel A. Turner. Ravitz ex- 


plained that the Michigan Legislature 
has recently offered community mental 
health boards across the state the oppor- 
tunity to assume gradual responsibility 
for total county mental health care. 


“Actually, he said, “there isn’t much 
of a choice. The Legislature wants us to 
accept this opportunity and get on with 
the long-range rask of unifying the men- 
tal health system If we don't accept the 
proposal, it would be presumed that the 
board either doesn’t want the responsi- 
bility or couldn’t handle it. 


“In any event,” Ravitz continued, 
“despite our concerns, the Board has 
expressed its positive intent to begin dis- 
cussions leading to a shared manage- 
ment contract with the State.” 

In a letter to Walter Brown, Ph.D., 
Regional Director for the State, Ravitz 
did reflect some of the suspicions of the 
county commissioners: “While we are 
eager to achieve the end result of a uni- 
fied mental health delivery system." 
the letter relates, “quite frankly, we are 
concerned lest the enticement to 
assume administrative control might 
become a means of saddling county 
boards and county governments with 
costs and legal liabilities they cannot 
bear.”

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Romulus High lowers graduation requirements

Graduation requirements have been 
slackened a bit for the next few years 
but Romulus High School Principal Joel 
Carr hopes students take it as a personal 
challenge to work even harder 

The Board of Education last week 
unanimously approved establishing the 
required number of units at 14 W for the 
classes of 19S3 and 1984. 

The number of units needed for this 
June s graduating class is 15M* units and 
the board has already approved the 14 l h 
unit standard for the class of 1982. 


Carr explained two proposals to the 
school board at last week s meeting — 
outlining his committee's recommenda- 
tion. 

Both proposals were based on a school 
day that was shortened from six hours to 
five hours last Feb. 1 by the board 

Proposal 1 required 15 units to gradu- 
ate and Proposal 2 set a standard of 14 
units. The board unanimously approved 
Carr’s recommendation to accept Prop- 
osal 2. 

Carr said he favored the 14 Vz unit stan- 
dard because it permitted a student to 
fail one semester class and still gradu-

"They are going to have to tighten 
their belts and make a concerted effort 
to do their best.” 

Carr explained in his memo to the 
board: "Our program has been cut from 
a six hour program to a five hour prog- 
ram. As we reduce the number of hours, 
the total program becomes minimal 
rather than optimal We feel the high 


school diploma must have value and we 
cannot allow quality to erode ' 

He said the 15-unit proposal for a 5- 
hour day would limit flexibility for stu- 
dents who failed a class, had a personal- 
ity conflict, moved into Romulus from 
another school or changed direction 
part way through a full year program 

“As we all know, a great deal of 
maturing happens in grades 10-12 Many 
students fail miserably during the 10th 
grade but later change this direction 
and go on to succeed in their upper class 
years. 

"We must provide adequate opportu- 


nities for these students to catch up and 
graduate with their class This is a very 
strong motivational force in many stu- 
dents' lives.” 

Carr said he felt the 15-unit require- 
ment. which allows no failures in any 
class in high school, may discourage 
some students early and increase their 
chances of dropping out "Another se- 
rious concern I have is that students will 
not challenge themselves by taking the 
very difficult classes for fear of failure 
, and falling behind their class ” He said 
this could affect between one-fourth and 
one-third of students in each grade 


Carr said the 14^-unit proposal allows 
a * 2 -unit of "slip" — that is. failing one 
class in one semester — 

"Even with the one-half unit of slip' 
there would be substantial problems 
created for the student who isn’t se- 
rious.” Carr ’s memo explained 

We would be w ise to provide some 
additional zero and 6th hour alterna- 
tives to help the late bloomer graduate 
with his class.” 

The most vital factor, according to 
Carr . is that students realize the value of 
a quality education and study hard all 
through high school

‘Head Start’ 
is seeking 
4-year-olds 

Head Start, a federally-funded prog- 
ram for pre-kindergarten children, has 
openings for 4-year-olds in the Romulus 
program. 

Romulus Head Start, located in Mt. 
Pleasant Elementary School. 39000 Su- 
perior, services 120 children that are 
three and four years old. The program is 
sponsored by the federal government to 
service children from low-income fami- 
lies and children with special needs, 
according to Cathy Darnell, who works 
with the local project. 

“Currently we have openings in our 
program for 4-year-old children and we 
would like parents to contact us as soon 
as possible if they are interested in help- 
ing their youngsters,” she said. 

Parents may call 941-4100 or 941-0610 
to see if their child is eligible for the free 
pre-kindergarten experience to help 
them get a head start in life. 

“Our program helps the children de- 
velop skills in meeting other children, 
learning the language, developing eye- 
hand coordination and learning proces- 
ses,” she said. 

Heavy emphasis is placed on health, 
nutrition, dental hygiene and parent in- 
volvement. There are 2Vfe-hour sessions 
from 9-11 :30 a.m. and from noon to 2:30 
p.m. 

Lunch and transportation is provided. 

There are nearly 9,000 children in 
Head Start programs in Michigan 
Several are summer programs only, but 
the majority operate during the school 
year. 

Children in Head Start come from 
.families who are in poverty as mea- 
sured by federal guidelines. Ten percent 
of the children may be over income. 
Since 1974, handicapped children must 
comprise 10 percent of the enrollment in 
each state.

Lowther further explained that the 
court ruling applies to the Romulus Zon-

“1 spoke with Mr. McKenna of Wzac- 
ny and Associates (the city’s planning 
consultants) . . . and he suggested that we 
pass a moratorium of 60 days upon the 
issuance of building permits for mobile 
homes w ithin residential areas in order 


to assess the full impact of the Robinson 
Township decision and the needs of the 
community, if any . to ensure that adequ- 
ate regulations are provided." Lowther 
told the Mayor and City Council. 

"In the light of the sweeping nature of 
the court’s pronouncement and the un- 
expected void that it leaves I would con- 
cur with Mr McKenna’s suggestion.” 

The moratorium, drafted by Lowther, 


cites the "unusual facts and circumst- 
ances" caused by the sweeping decision 
of the State Supreme Court It con- 
cludes: That the Romulus City Couneil- 
. does hereby declare a moratorium for 
the period of 60 days from this date on 
the issuance of building permits for 
mobile homes in residential zones in 
order to allow the city planners to analy- 
ze the situation and make recommenda- 
tions for resolutions, if any are needed.”

Nearly 3,000 outdated prescription 
containers and the pills, ointments and 
syrups inside of them went up in smoke 
li»t week at the Central Wayne County 
Sanitation Authority, capping off the 
Poison Prevention Week program spon- 
sored bv five Western Wayne County 
hospitals. 

That program encouraged area resi- 
dents to bring to the hospital for disposal 
the old prescription medications tucked 
away in home medicine cabinets and 
cupboards As an incentive to clean out 
those medicine cabinets, each of the five 
part icipat ing hospitals offered two cash 
prizes " 

The drawing at each hospital last 
week produced five winners of $100 in 
cash, and five winners of $50. the money 
donated by the hospitals. 

Walking away with $100 at Annapolis 
Hospital was Wayne resident Mary 
Lewis The $50 prize went to Rosa Giza, 
also of Wayne, who happens to also be a 
long-time employee of the hospital. The 
program was open to employees at the 


five hospitals, and participation from 
the employee groups . as well as from the 
community at-large, was good 

At Wayne County General Hospital, 
w inner of the $100 was Mary F O ’Neill of 
Dearborn Heights Picked at the draw- 
ing as winner of the $50 prize was Ann

Incinerator 
authority executive director Virgil Eller 
hosted the group of hospital people as 
they tossed their red and white barrels 
full of medications into the incinerator. 

The hospital group is hoping to repeat 
the program next year, and concluded 
the program with the final admonition 
‘ Over your ills 0 Get rid of your pills!”

Taylor man 
charged with 
armed robbery 

A 28-year-old Taylor man has an April 16 date in 
Wayne County Circuit Court for an arraignment and 
pre-trial hearing on charges of armed robbery with a 
knife and felonious driving with a crippling injury 
stemming from a Sept 13, 1980. holdup of the Jacqui 
Janel Florist in the Westland community. 

Arraigned on the two charges on March 19 before 
18th District Court Judge Thomas Smith was John 
Earl Delaney of Taylor. Delaney, who waived a 
March 30 pre-trial examination in district court, is 
being held in the Wayne County Jail in lieu of a 
$100,000 or two cash sureties bond 

According to police reports, the suspect entered 
the florist shop at 2724 Newburgh Road, at about 4:50 
p.m. Sept. 13. 1980, and allegedly using a knife, rob- 
bed the establishment of an estimated $80. 

Armed with a witness’s description of the get- 
away car, police spotted Delaney’s car at Palmer 
and Wayne roads. A high speed chase ensued on 
eastbound Palmer, where at the intersection of 
Venoy Road. Delaney's car collided with a car 
driven by 17-year-old Teresa Fyfe of Romulus. 

The collision sheared off the front end of the Fyfe 
car before the passenger compartment. The impact 
of the crash and a second collision with the get-away 
car threw Miss Fyfe from the vehicle. She was found 
by police about 100 feet from the scene of the acci- 
dent. 

Miss Fyfe sustained critical injuries in the crash. 
Also passengers in the car and seriously injured 
were her sister. 14-year-old Diane Fyfe. and 17-year- 
old Cynthia Claxton of Inkster 

Delaney also was injured in the accident and was 
being treated at Wayne County General Hospital, 
under police guard, when he escaped on Sept 18 An 
anonymous tip led police officers to a relative’s 
home in Yucipa. Calif . where he was apprehended 
by the San Bernardino Sheriff’s Department about a 
month later. 

Westland police officers were able to obtain an 
extradition for the suspect, signed by Gov. William 
Milliken, according to Police Sgt Donovan Huse- 
man . and extradition orders also were signed in Cali- 
fornia by Gov. Jerry Brown However, Delaney 
fought extradition, delaying his return to Michigan 
until March 18. 

On parole from Jackson Prison, a parole hold has 
been placed on Delaney. Huseman added

Congressman 
Ford said “Some fami- 
lies have reported to me 
that home heating costs 
account for as much as a 
third of their income. 
This bill is one way in 
which the government 


can help consumers who 
have suffered the brunt 
of the OPEC (Oil Pro- 
ducing Export Coun- 
tries) oil policies and 
their effect on the United 
States.” 

H R 1850 would give 
low-income families a 
direct rebate, and mid- 
dle-income taxpayers a 
tax credit — both equal- 
ing up to one-third of 
their annual home heat- 
ing oil costs to a max- 
imum of $400. The max- 
imum credit of $400 
would be reduced by one 
percent times the 
amount a consumer 
earns over $20,000, 
under the legislation. 

‘ T ’ ve checked w ith our 


local oil companies, and 
I know that the price of a 
gallon of home heating 
oil has more than dou- 
bled in the past two 
years, from 55 cents per 
gallon in January 1979 to 
$1.25 per gallon today,” 
Congressman Ford said 

The legislation, intro- 
duced by Congressman 
Ford and 32 other House 
members, has been re- 
ferred to the House 
Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 

Similarly, Congress- 
man Ford added that he 
is totally opposed to the 
President s reported 
plans for an abrupt de- 
control of natural gas.

Pets & Animals 


Check for heartworms

April is one of the best months to have 
your dog s blood tested for heartworms. 
In this w r ay, the animal can be placed on 
the preventative medicine in time to 
protect it from mosquitoes carrying the 
disease. 

Heartworms, Dirofilaria immitis, are 
slender, white w r orms up to a foot in 
length which live in the right side of a 
dog s heart They usually (85-95% of the 
time) produce microfilaria, of imma- 
ture worms, that travel in the blood ves- 
sels throughout the body. When a mos- 
quito takes a blood meal from a dog, it 
draws some microfilaria up. too. 

The first through third larval stages 
develop in the mosquito over 10 to 17 
days. When the mosquito feeds on 
another dog, it deposits this larval stage 
under the skin Here it may lay for up to 
90 days before beginning its migration to 
the heart. 

In the dog, the third through fifth laval 
stages develop. In the heart, the adult 
stage develops and produces microfilar- 
ia. This life cycle takes six to nine 
months to complete. 


To stop heartworms from developing 
in your dog. a drug which kills the mig- 
rating larva should be given daily dur- 
ing the mosquito season. The dog must 
be free of microfilaria before the drug 
may be administered, otherwise, the 
dog may go into shock and die from the 
reaction of the drug with the microfi- 
laria. 

If the test is negative, the dog may be 
placed on Diethylcarbamazine, the pre- 
ventative drug, which is available in li- 
quid. tablet, or flavored chewable tablet 
forms. The dosage pends on the dog’s 
weight. 

Heartworm disease is relatively new 
to Michigan. It was brought here from 
the Gulf Coast states w hen people began 
traveling more with their pets It is now f 
well established and spreading in 
Michigan 

Heartworms survive over the winter 
in the positive dogs and some wild ani- 
mals If there is a chance of your dog 
being bitten by a mosquito, there is a 
chance of it contracting heartworms 
Annual Spring blood testing for heart- 
worms is good insurance against the dis- 
ease.

BABY BOTTLE TOOTH DECAY 


From a dental point of 
view, nursing babies from 
bottles can cause problems 
Dentally-speaking— what's 
the worst thing you can do to 
a baby 0 Stick him in his crib 
w ith a bottle at nap time and 
let him fall asleep with the 
bottle in his mouth Milk or 
juice in the mouth and on the 
teeth turns to acid and 
causes teeth to break down 
rapidly Many babies who 
sleep with a baby bottle de- 
velop severe tooth decay, 
often in their front teeth 
The problem is not the bottle 
but what ’s in it The sugar in 
the milk, formula, or fruit 
juices causes the decay 
Sometimes, these teeth be- 
come so decayed they cause 
severe pain and may break 
off or have to be pulled 


During the day, the baby 
swallows these drinks 
quickly, so there is no dam- 
age to the teeth But during 
sleep, the liquid pools be- 
hind the baby’s teeth and 
keeps them bathed in sugar 
for hours 

One solution is to give 
baby the last feeding before 
bedtime If your baby is still 
using a bottle w’hen his teeth 
begin to appear, let him use 
it for short periods of time 
awake or sitling up. If he is 
using a bottle as a pacifier, 
put water in the bottle.

It is indeed the commonest of all disorders of the respiratory system and 
generates acute inflammation of the nasal mucous membranes, marked by 
signs and symptoms throughout the body, and frequently has temporary or 
lasting complications.

COLD 
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Living in the shadows of Toledo, Ohio these days rather than on the fringes 
of metropolitan Detroit has attuned us to activities “south of the border’ as 
well as doings in Ann Arbor, Jackson and Adrian 
The proximity of the Ohio city has us buying the Friday edition of its 
newspaper since, in its “peach section,” the current entertainment, coming 
attractions and dining out listings are featured 
When I learned the Toledo Blade sponsors a big Food F air each spring at the 
Masonic Auditorium, I got a letter off pronto to the Blade’s food and res- 
taurant editor requesting information on the event And not a week later , I had 
two tickets and a brochure in the mail, courtesy of the paper's PR man 
Since the program fell on a Wednesday, I invited my new pal, C.K., to join 
me (she works Mondays and Tuesdays and I close out the week on Thursdays 
and Fridays so when it’s free, Wednesday is “our day”). 

With a 1 :30 curtain time for the Fair’s star attraction. Chef Guiliano Bugial- 
ii, we decided on a nice leisurely lunch and opted for a place with a distinct 
Detroit ring, “Chuck Muer’s,” just a couple stones throw from US-23. 

Had we known the speaker was just a small segment of the day-long pro- 
ceedings and that food, food, food would be everywhere for the sampling, we’d 
probably have lunched our way through the aisles instead. There were nw 
items to try, many gratis, such as squares of alfalfa sprout bread and tiny 
souffle cups holding the very latest in yogurt flavors 
Then there was the catering company with its chafing dishes brimming 
with wee meatballs, mini kabobs and other hot canapes. And for 75 cents you 
could wolf down a gigantic warm and crusty croissant along with a tall paper 
cup of fresh fruit segments for another small price. 

Samples of soft drinks were everywhere and I even 4-starred it when 1 chose 
the Pepsi over the Coke at the former’s soda bar, getting in return for my 
time, a quarter-off coupon and a badge reading, “I took the Pepsi Challenge 
Huge sheet pans of baklava. cream puffs, eclairs and those other wonderful 
Greek and French pastries were on sale by local bakeries and other cooking 
services and samples of nuts, mints and teeny pizza wedges were also there to 
tickle the palate. 

Having been overfed (by far) at Muer's (my quiche could have serviced 
three women), the enticing goodies didn’t have quite the pangful impact 
they’d have had were we arriving empty-tummied. The fact that Lent is still 
upon us probably also saved this body a few extra pounds 
Getting back to the Blade’s visiting chef, who goes by his first name 
Giuliano (Joo-lee-ah-no) rather than Bugialii (Boo-jah-lee) — he is an award- 
winning international chef, author, teacher and owner of cooking schools in 
New York City and Florence, Italy. Expert in the culinary arts though he may 
be, he turned out to be pretty boring as a stage personality and his lengthy 
prologue in heavily-accented Italian left his audience restive, apathetic and 
finally talkative. And when he turned to his pots and pans and said he was 
about to start his Pasta Verde (green pasta), Anitra all’ Arancio (duck in 
orange sauce) and Crema Zabaione (whipped cream with zabaione), the 
packed house clapped enthusiastically (in relief). 

All in all, it was overly long and tiring since it took so much energy just 
trying to understand his words. He DID convince me of several things, 
however . 

— After the 45 minutes of mixing, blending, kneading, pounding, shaping, 
rolling, folding and cutting that his pasta session entailed, I will NEVER 
attempt homemade pasta ala Giuliano. Ala Leone, yes, since I HAVE gone the 
egg noodle and Polish kluski dumpling routine (also known as spaetzel) and 
CAN handle those, I simply do not have room enough or hands enough (he had 
about six assistants) to battle pasta-from-scratch. 

— That the reason my sauces don’t adhere to my spaghetti, macaroni, 
noodles, etc. is because I add a bit of oil to my boiling water before I douse the 
pasta. And that, he explained, leaves a slippery coat on the stuff and cause 
sauces to “slide off.” 

— That you should never beat eggs in the top of a double boiler when you’re 
preparing them for that kind of cooking. Always mix your eggs and accom- 
panying ingredients in a glass or crockery bowl and then transfer to the 
double boiler. Reason for this is that bits of egg tend to cling to the sides of the 
cookware and you don’t get a smooth mixture. 

— And lastly, he convinced me never to take cooking lessons from anyone 
speaking with a heavy accent. It would take every bit of your concentration to 
translate his words into everyday English and would definitely detract from 
the cooking routine itself. 

And I’d rather graduate with culinary skills rather than translation exper- 
tise. 

Oh — and lest I forget — if you re planning to tackle that Chicken Casserole 1 
included in “potpourri” two weeks ago, I’m told it makes absolutely SCADS 
and will feed 12 to 14 easily and generously. Since that information was not 
included in the recipe you might want to jot that down and also add that it 
makes a super meal for company. (Lots of company!)

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Don't need talk- 
just gun control 

Monday’s assassination attempt on President Ronald Reagan 
has already spurred some tough talk regarding the need for gun 
control legislation. 

How predictable! Legislators promised that the hand gun 
issue would be dealt with immediately following the assassina- 
tion of President John F. Kennedy. The nation's leaders assured 
their constituents that the deaths of Martin Luther King and 
Robert Kennedy would prompt effective action. 

Since then America has agonized over the senseless killing of 
John Lennon, the assassination attempts on the lives of Presi- 
dents Gerald Ford and Ronald Reagan, the shooting of George 
Wallace. . .Need we go on? 

Tough talk isn’t very cheap anymore. The price is simply too 
high. 

Legislators contend that everyone wants to control handguns 
but very. few people can agree as to the best method. And then 
there’s the powerful pro-gun lobbyists who wave the American 
Constitution around every time gun control is even hinted at. 
Apparently our legislators are convinced that the right to bear 
arms allows persons to carry pistols as one of their "inalienable 
rights.” 

Or how about the argument that stringent control of handguns 
would leave only the outlaws with the pistols. Please tell us, just 
who has possession of these handguns now? 

In the aftermath of Monday’s shooting, most foreign leaders 
again expressed their disgust with the violence prevalent in our 
democracy. One country issued a statement terming America a 
“pistol society.” 

Admittedly, only a few are responsible for such violent acts. 
But when life and death is at stake, the stakes are much too high 
to let even a few go unchallenged. 

We expect that the coming weeks will see the tightening of 
security around the president and other public figures. We also 
expect a re-declaration of this country’s goal to limit the sale of 
handguns. 

But will this latest close call produce effective legislation? Or 
will we once again hear such logical explanations as "Guns don’t 
kill, people do”? 

America needs stricter gun control laws. Not debate. Not logic 
used to fit one’s special interest. Not public denunciations of 
malicious assassins with “sick minds.” 

The time is right. Again.

Fire safety in hotels 
could mean life or death 


Because you or your employees may travel on 
business or pleasure, we wanted to share a summary 
of these fire safety “rules' * with you. They are ap- 
plicable to people in individual hotel rooms and to 
those attending meetings and seminars in confer- 
ence rooms. 

• Always check the location of the closest exit to 
the room. You should know exactly how many doors 
are between your room and the exit. You might have 
to crawl to this exit in a dark or smoke-filled cor- 
ridor. 

• If there’s a fire alarm or warning call from the 
hotel management, don't stop to gather personal be- 
longings or work papers. Just get out as quickly as 

possible. Take your room key . You may find it neces- 
sary to retreat to your room. 

• Before you open the door to the corridor, put your 
palm against it and touch the knob If cool, open the 
door slowly with your foot braced against it. (This 
helps you slam the door shut if you discover fire or 
smoke outside ) 


• If the door is hot, do not open it. Soak blankets or 
towels in water and pack them around the door. 

• If you must crawl to an exit door , stay close to the 
wall to avoid being trampled by others who may 
have panicked. 

• Wait by the window to be rescued. Stay close to 
the floor to avoid breathing smoke. To increase ven- 
tilation, open or break the window (if you don't see 
smoke or flames rising past the window). 

• Don’t jump from the upper floors of a burning 
building. Wait for the fire fighters to rescue you. Let 
them know you’re there by waving towels or coats 
out the windows. 

Note to Conference Planners: When you are plan- 
ning a meeting, talk to the hotel or conference center 
about their fire safety program and compliance with 
local requirements. Personally check the meeting 
area and accessibility of exits At the start of each 
session, carefully describe locations of exits.

A spectre is haunting America — the spectre 
is neo-nazism. Extremists whose regard for 
personal life is as terrible as it was during the 
frightful reign of Adolph Hitler 

Our obstinate hope that good will conquer 
evil during these ominous days seems shat- 
tered. The sinister figure and figures who 
seem very insignificant at times continuously 
remind us that they are here. And there. They 
stun us by their actions ; our reactions are pre- 
dictable — we cringe at the evil news — the 
assassinations, the attempted assassinations, 
the murders and the crime, and then fill col- 
umns upon columns with words which obvious- 
ly are greeted with scorn by the perpetrators 
of wrong-doing, and indifferent by the “aver- 
age citizen.” 

In walks three young neo-Nazis, accompa- 
nied by an attractive young lady. They pro- 
ceed to tell me through their literature that 
they need help “to clean up America’s ethnic 
ecology by shipping the Jew and His nigger 
slaves and leftist lackeys to Israel.” 

The Nazi-uniformed clad youth proceed to 
tell me that, according to a Northwestern pro- 
fessor that the Nazi killings (of Jews) was a 
myth, a story concocted by the Jews and 
their families.” 

They implore us to “Join the wave of the 
future. National Socialism, which has taken a 
firm root in the fertile American Soil and will 
soon awake every Aryan that lives on this con- 
tinent.” 

AnjI you listen. Listen as these poor, mis- 
guided misfits gush out their vile prop- 
aganda. 

“O.K.’\ you hear yourself say, “the Jews 
are the cause of all of the world’s problems. 
Let's exterminate them. O.K. The blacks are 
the cause of all the problems of the world . Let’s 
exterminate them. 

“And, you know that we weren’t all bom 
writh ‘true aryan blood’ . after all there are the 
Chinese, the Japanese and most of Asia and 
Africa who have skin different than ours. Let ’s 
exterminate them, too. 

“Also, you and I know that women can never 
be equal with men. They’re inferior and don’t 
think like we do; can’t work like us — they’re 
good for only impregnating — right? So let’s 
exterminate the women, too. 

‘ 4 And , there’s the church — do you believe in 
God? Do you go to church. Are you Christians, 
or like Hitler and his nebulous followers, are 
we to hold Mein Kamf as the sacred and holy 
book?” 

Nazism and neo-nazism smells of dung. I 
remember the past. The only winners I saw at 
Stalingrad, I informed these young and mis- 
guided representatives of horror, were the 
rats who gnawed on bodies of the fallen. 

I do not have all of the historic jigsaw puzzle 
before me, but I can say this — that you can’t 
laugh at people who advocate the supremacy 
of one race over another. 

There is somewhere in the memory of my 
mind the story of the man who tried to survive 
the holocaust by divorcing himself from what 
was happening around him. “When they came 
for the Jew,” he wrote, “I told them I wasn’t a 
Jew. And they let me free. Then, they came for 
the Christian and I told them I wasn’t a Christ- 
ian, and they let me free. 

“And, as time after time they marched back 
for the others — I was free. Suddenly. I found 
that I stood alone And my time had come.” 

God forgive us if the neo-nazis should ever 
take over. 


When Helen Brown was growing up. 
she learned how to milk cows and make 
butter and stoke wood stoves and all 
those things a Hoosier farm girl would 
have to learn — but she also learned, by 
watching her beloved uncle. Will Rainey 
— in service as a county official in Davis 
County. Indiana — what a life of politics 
was all about 

Another uncle was mayor of Effing- 
ton, Illinois, and. though Helen didn’t 
see him often the family kept in close 
enough correspondence to know what 
life as a mayor was like 
Still , it never occurred to Helen . as she 
grew up on the fringes of politics, that 
the lessons would come in handy as the 
wife of a public, political official 
In fact, when Helen married Tom 
Brown, soon after W W II, a life in poli- 
tics wasn’t even considered The first 
hint came in the midfifties when urban- 
renewal mania swept the country, and 
their own community of Norwayne was 


about to fall victim to “revitalists” who 
decided the way to handle the obsolete 
wartime housing was to tear it all down 
and start all over again 

The Brown's rapidly became activists 
trying to save their community, and it 
wasn’t long before friends were en- 
couraging Tom to run for township trus- 
tee It was a scary thought, running for 
public office, but both Tom and Helen 
had learned enough about township gov- 
ernment to be convinced that changes 
had to be made 

Tom developed a slogan: “A common 
man with a common name and common 
sense’’ And they were off and running 
Since few people knew Tom. and since 
there wasn’t a lot of money for a cam- 
paign. Helen and her friends got on the 
phones and called every Nankinite they 
could think of, reminding them to vote 
and to consider Tom Brown when they 
did 

It worked and he was elected and 


Helen, busy mother of six children, was 
now the wife of a politician 4 ’Sure it was 
hard work,’’ Helen says, “but it was a lot 
of fun and a real thrill when Tom was 
elected . and the kids pitched right in and 
folded pamphlets and addressed en- 
velopes and did anything else they could 
do ” 

And so. for the past twenty years. 
Helen Brown has been The woman be- 
hind the man, 1 ’ (my words, not hers— 
she probably never thinks of herself in 


those terms.) From trustee, Tom went 
on to serve as township treasurer, then 
as township supervisor, then on to be- 
come Westland’s first mayor, and. final- 
ly, as state representative for the 37th 
district, the position he still holds. 

It’s hard to get Helen to talk about 
herself without drifting into political his- 
tory — and I finally give up w hen I real- 
ize that everything that has ever hap- 
pened to Tom has happened to Helen too 
In every sense. Tom’s life has been

EDITOR — Please print the follow- 
ing reply in response to the letter 
appearing March 19 by P Runion 
concerning the poor quality of 
teachers in the Wayne-Westiand 
school district. 

*Being a former student, and for the 
lqst four years a football coach at 
Wayne Memorial and as a student 
teacher in the Detroit system, I have 
seen what goes on in the educational 
system from both sides of the fence. I 
am appalled at the attitude and mis- 
conceptions many people have to- 
wards teachers. 

I feel that I must respond strongly 
to the unjustified criticism leveled by 
people ignorant to what the teaching 
profession is really all about. 

Teachers are attacked constantly 
from all sides; the parents, the 
media, the school board, the admi- 
nistrators, and the kids (verbally and 
sometimes physically). They are ac- 
cused of being lazy, incompetent, un- 
caring, and greedy. It is no wonder 
morMe among teachers is at an all 
time low and many teachers have 
given up trying. 

P. Runion accuses teachers of 
being lazy and unwilling to do their 
job by asking parents to “shoulder 
almost the entire burden of our chil- 
dren’s formal education.’ * 1 

Mill; 

The reason some teachers ask for 
and need outside help is because they 
must spend valuable teaching hours 
doing the parent’s job ! A good dea! of 
a teacher’s time is spent correcting 
problems that are the responsibility 
of the. parents 

Kids come to school unable to tie 
their shoes or zip their own coat. 
They come to school drunk or on 
drugs or too tired to pay attention 
because their parents let them stay 
out all night. They come to school 
with emotional and mental problems 
problems brought on by unstable 
home lives. They come to school with 
no manners and no respect for au- 
thority or adults. And when teachers 
try to correct these behavior prob- 
lems they are abused and threatened 
with lawsuits. These students are not 


the majority, but they are enough to 
disrupt learning. 

Parents should play a vital part in 
the education of their children 
Learning is a 24-hour process of 
which the teacher is only a part. It is 
the parent’s job to see to it that their 
children are prepared and willing to 
learn when they come to school. Pa- 
rents should stop blaming teachers 
and live up to their own responsibili- 
ties. 

Teachers are accused of being in- 
competent. I agree that there are 
many incompetent teachers. But 
there are a greater number of intelli- 
gent. dedicated people who have 
chosen to share their expertise in a 
field with our young people. There 
are unethical doctors, crooked cops, 
and lazy teachers. There are some 
bad apples in every profession 

Why is it that lately all the atten- 
tion is focused on the few bad ap- 
ples?' What about the many caring 
teachers who put untold hours in 
working with your kids? 

The forensic coach and the choir 
directors who work with their kids 
after school and on weekends, the 
football coaches who get up at 5 a m 
to work with the kids who want to 
play football, the teacher who stays 
up to midnight working on a project 
for her kids. 8:30 to 3:30? Hardly! 

Many teachers work long hours af- 
ter school either in extra-curricular 
activities or preparing lessons or 
projects for their students. Pay for 
these extra hours? Usually not But if 
there is it’s usually less then your 
child makes working after school at 
McDonalds. 

The idea that teachers work only 6 
hours a day. 180 days a year is totally 
ridiculous ! Teachers do not just walk 
into a classroom and begin to teach. 
They spend many hours before 
school, after school, on weekends, 
and during the summer preparing 
what they will teach, how they will 
teach it, and when they will teach it. 
Most research and preparation is 
done on teacher's own time. To say 
that teachers only work 6 hours a 
day, 180 days a year is at the least, a 
very ignorant statement. 

Teachers are professionals just as 
doctors, lawyers, and engineers, but 
they are greedy if they insist on a 


decent wage to live on You call 
“$16,555“ a high salary for a profes- 
sional? That’s $5,000 less than the 
average unskilled auto worker ! Edu- 
cating our young people is a very im- 
portant job. 

All teachers ask in return is enough 
to support themselves and their 
families. Nobody is outraged when 
other public servants demand and 
get higher pay and better working 
conditions. Teachers must eat and 
pay bills too. 

The negative attitude towards 
teachers in our society is similar to 
the attitude the Romans took to- 
wards the Christians. Teachers are 
being made the scapegoat for all the 
problems of our educational system; 
A system which is a reflection of our 
whole society. 

Parents, administrators, and 
school boards must stop passing the 
buck to the teachers. They should 
stop attacking and work together 
with the teachers to solve the prob- 
lems facing our educational system 

But until that happens most of the 
dedicated professional teachers will 
continue to work hard to educate 
your children in spite of the unjusti- 
fied criticism of people like P 
Runion

“Most of my poems are written at 
night when I can’t sleep," Mrs. Oliver 
points out. “I guess you stop and think a 
lot at night It ’s a scary time, the saddest 
time for many " 

Her works, including the copyrighted 
“The Old Man,’’ deal with personal ex- 
periences and reflect a less than rosy 
perception of life in the 1980 s. 

“People are getting cruel,” declares 


the thoughtful Wayne housewife. “I just 
don’t like what’s going on in the world... 
it makes me mad So I write about the 
way it could be if people would help 
others and care about others." 

Mrs Oliver’s literary efforts began as 
a teen-ager in Little Rock, Arkansas 
where she expressed her feelings on the 
integration issue prevalent in her home 
town. Following the deaths of both pa-

rents during these teen-age years, she 
also felt the need to place her family 
thoughts on paper 

“My family and friends read my 
material and cry sometimes," Mrs. 
Oliver relates. “The reason I write poet- 
ry is to leave my children with some 
good thoughts. They can read them 
someday and know how I related to 


different things. Your thoughts are 
you." 

A case in point occurred in 1976 when 
her daughter, Gina . became troubled af- 
ter seeing others ridicule a poor senior 
citizen in a restaurant. The thought of 
her daughter tearfully recalling the inci- 
dent had its impact. Three years later 
the mother penned a poem on this inci- 
dent and the problems of the aged, enti- 
tled “The Old Man.” 

“It’s important that others realize 
what happens to many of our seniors,” 
she notes. “If a kid can see that such 
treatment of an older person is wrong, 
why can’t we?" 

Mrs. Oliver is hopeful that her recol- 
lections of “The Old Man” will be re- 
worked into a Country- Western song. 
That would prove quite a feat for a mid- 
dle-aged mother of three whose formal 
education only reached the ninth-grade 
level. 

“I read a lot,” she says, “especially 
horror stories. And since we moved to 
Wayne I’ve been alone more with more 


time to think. “(Mrs. Oliver and hus- 
band, Carl, reside with their family on 
the outskirts of the city, far removed 
from their closest neighbors ) 

Painting remains another hobby of 
hers. While living in Melvindale, Mrs. 
Oliver drew cartoon characters on T- 
shirts, posters, even on a bedroom wall. 
Her ability prompted a grade school 
principal to seek a similar cartoon 
painting on a school wall. She happily 
obliged. 

But painting takes a back seat to her 
literary efforts, this poet is quick to 
admit. However, the actual writing 
proves much less time consuming than 
one would imagine. 

“Once I get down to work,” she ex- 
plains, “it only takes a few minutes to 
finish a poem. Some people prefer 
poems that don’t rhyme but I feel that a 
rhyme gives you a beat, something to. 
make it easier to read. And I don't have? 
any problems writing rhymes.” 

Or getting a message across, we 
might add.
